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FOREWORD 


I commenced this collection 40 years ago by chance. My first coins, which I still have, were two 
copper coins of the Roman Emperor Constantine II found in a field in Suffolk. This led me to 
collect English silver pennies, then being found in hoards and being sold for one shilling and 
sixpence (7/2 pence), but when the price went up to a halfcrown (12% pence) this was beyond my 
financial resources so I looked for another series to collect and study. The chance gift of some 
coins of British India at once led me to a then much neglected period of numismatics, thus, in the 
early 1960's, I started to collect and study the coins of the East India Company and British India. It 
soon became apparent that these coins were much more difficult to find than I had supposed 
especially the pieces from the EIC Presidency issues, but finding coins in really good condition 
from the British India period was also difficult. This was largely because the silver coins from the 
1835-1940 period were withdrawn from circulation before or by the early 1940's, and later when 
India and Pakistan became independent Nations within the Commonwealth. 


The late Major Pridmore was an older contemporary of mine and a great inspiration. | remember 
so Well a visit to his home in Taunton when the hours passed in a flash as we examined his great 
collection and discussed the finer points of Indian numismatics. Later I purchased many of his 
key coins at the sales of his collection in 1982 and 1983. At this time, Dick Ford was a friendly rival 
for Indian coins. By the late 1970's, I had come to understand clearly that good pieces and the 
many rare coins of the EIC Presidency and Uniform Coinage were “once in a lifetime” purchases, 
coming up for sale every few decades and only then when a great collection came on the market. 
Therefore you will see provenance details from the great sales of the 19% and 20 centuries, 
including:

Many coins also came from the well-established coin dealers, Seaby in the 1960’s and 1970's; and 
Spink and Baldwin. 


I pay special tribute to my two friends, Andre de Clermont and Peter Mitchell. Andre, formerly of 
Spink, inspired me, especially when it came to bidding bravely and always defeating the 
competition; because of Andre’s encouragement, I bought the best and most rare coins. Peter 
Mitchell, now retired, is a numismatist beyond compare and his wise advice and encouragement 
was always welcome. It is fitting that Andre de Clermont should now supervise the sale of my 
collection and that Baldwin should be the Auctioneer. 


So many of the EIC Presidency coins are rare that it almost seems superfluous to make further 
reference to them, but where I describe the rarity as excessively rare, ] mean only one or two 
pieces are known. | base this judgement of rarity upon a study of the sale catalogues since the late 
19% century and my knowledge of the market over the last 40 years. 


Some of these excessively rare coins are key to the collector or institution and include: 


1714 silver threepence of St. Helena, lot 54 
1807 Copper Mint specimen of the Madras Dub, Half Dub and Quarter Dub, lot 66 


The gold coins of Bombay, 1765 Rupee or Muhr and Quarter; | 
the 1770 gold Bombays, and the silver Anglinas or rupees of 1672, 1674, believed to be the only 


known example, 1676 and 1678, lots 68 — 74. 


The Bengal gold coins, lots 130-149 also provide some very rare coins including lot 137, which, as 
far as I can tell, is the only known example. The Calcutta Mint machine struck silver rupees, half 
and quarters are also among the best known examples, lots 157-160. The Prinsep pattern rupee of 
1784 and the 1818 Calcutta Mint pattern rupee, lots 172 and 173 are also excessively rare. 


The tin coinage of Bombay from 1717, lots 101-108 also took a great deal of finding and I pride 
myself in having examples in the best available condition. Some of the Bombay Copper pieces of 
1773, lot 88, Pice, half-Pice and quarter Pice are among the best to be found. 


The Uniform Coinage of 1835-1858 contains many Proof and Pattern pieces including the Rupees 
of 1834/5, lots 189-196, but especially the unique 1839 Rupee of the Bombay Mint, the key coin of 
the series. Only one person can own this wonderful coin, it has been for me a special pleasure to 
be its temporary custodian, lot 197. 


Thereafter for the remainder of the EIC period and British India, I have gone for the best quality I 
could find. This became particularly difficult for the half rupees, especially those of Edward VII, 
lots 278 and 279. The Edward VII proof patterns of 1901 and 1910, lots 257 — 259 are also very hard 
to find. The copper and bronze coins of the 1862-1940 period, many of which were thought to be 
commonly available, have proved to be elusive. One coin, the 1911 quarter anna, has only been 
found in fair condition and I can only presume the mintage was melted down after the “pig” 
controversy. There are many mint condition pieces, which offer the collector a good opportunity 
to enjoy some first class coins. 


The Alwar silver proof rupee of 1891, lot 326, another Brand coin, is a superb piece. 


The Heaton Mint collection produced some wonderful quality coins in the 1970’s and early 1980's. 
Among the pieces I obtained was the beautiful Peacock silver coins of Burma, 1864, lot 332, and 
the Mauritius proof - like specimens of the silver 20 and 10 Cents, 1877, lot 356; also the 1877 
bronze 5, 2, and one Cents in uncirculated condition, all very rare coins in wonderful condition, lot 
357. Elsewhere in Ceylon, the countermarked sixteen Fanams of 1823-1825, lot 339, is extremely 
rare, as are the Proof Rix Dollars of 1815 and 1821, lots 340 and 341. 


With the great interest in the coins of India and related areas, this sale provides the collector, coin 
dealer or institution with a special opportunity to obtain some very rare and good quality coins of 
a series now in keen demand. I was lucky to form this collection at a time when there was very 
little interest in the series. Now it is almost impossible to envisage building a collection of the 
series in this depth. For those bidding in this sale, I wish you good luck. Perhaps you should 
follow the advice Andre de Clermont gave me in the early 1980’s: “if you want a coin, then go for it”, 
because it probably will not appear again in the market for many years, perhaps decades. 


I have enjoyed owning these coins. I hope the new owners will do so as well; we are but 
temporary custodians of numismatic history.

THE MADRAS RUPEE, 1692-1757, FOR BENGAL 

This silver Rupee was first struck by the Company in 1692 and from then until 1757 when the Calcutta Mint opened. 
This coin formed the bulk of the annual money supply to Bengal and Pridmore only recorded seven dates for known 
pieces. Impressed with the mint name CHINAPATAN and from the Madras Presidency, it was the currency rupee 


of Bengal for 60 years.
